KEY OF SITUATION IN VIENNA, 


The end of last week saw a remarkable revi- 
val of democratic propaganda by the Govern- 
mental Socialists and Liberals in the German 
Press, which the Censor ignored.

The Government 
had in view the encouragement of corn wing, 
but the amendment would extend the bonus to 
tillage of any kind. By limiting the allowance 
to an increase of arable land, the amendment 
would exclude temporary grass land, - which 
the Government desired to. see put under corn 
or potatoes, and which was half the additional 
acreage of three millions which they wanted to 
see raisi food crops. He realised, however, 
that basing the guarantee upon produce 
sale would entail great administrative difficul- 
ties. The difficulty would be  caEnamih | geo 
when people found that the pleasure oing 
the Government really beat steeplechasing. 

He felt that the administrative 
difficulties of produce and sale were enormous, 
and if they could put the payment upon an 
ac basis they would get a system which 
would be a great improvement upon the bill.

MR, J. J, CLANCY. 


Mr. J. J. CLANCY said thet he was em- 
barrassed in speaking upon the amendment, by 
not knowing what the Government's intentions 
in regard to Ireland generally were. . Irish 
members were against the amendment to a man. 
While this bill did confer some benefits upon 
Treland, it conférréd far smaller bériefite, com- 
paratively speaking, upon Ireland than upon 
England.

It was to 
give a bounty only in respect of corn sold, If 
that stood, there was not the slightest doubt. 
that Ireland, as compared with England, would 
be grossly injured. e large majority of Irish 
farmers were small farm 4rs, and a great pro- 

rtion of that majority actually consumed 
heir own produce, and out of this bill would 
vet nothing at all in the shape of a bounty. 

he yast majority of Irish farmers already had 
their land in tillage, and could not add to it. 
Within the past year the increase of tillage 
was about 700,000 acres. That was not on 
relatively larger than the increase in England, 
but was. absolutely larger. The result of this 
amendments would be thet the Irish farmers 
who had already increased their tillage would 
et no bonus or bounty, while the farmers of 

ngland, who had not in past years broken up 
their land, would pocket all the millions to be 
voted by this bill. Even if the amendment were 
carried, he assumed that the Chief Secretary 
would move to wipe it out altogether as far as 
Ireland was concerned, If it was carried, the 
Irish members, with whom he acted, would 
certaimly take their course. The amendment 
would aggravate the position of the Irish farmer 
as compared with the English farmer. A man 
who ‘produced food in his own land, even if it 
only contributed to his own sapport and the 
feeding of his stock, was doing as much for the 
nation in his own way, and to the extent of 
his opportunities, as any other member of the 
eommunity. If he did not do this, someone else 
would have to produce it, and he would be a 
buyer, and not a producer. He did not antici- 
pate that the amendment would be arenes by 
the Government; but if it was, the mem- 
bers would oppose it, and af make 
their voice heard when the Irish clause came on. 

Mr. RUNCIMAN said thet while he did not 
object to the oe of State aid to the produc- 
tion of corn, he was not prepared to make a 
payment for services which, in. the . 
course of business, the farmer would give with. 
out any inducement whatever. 

Mr. PROTHERO said that he was pre 
to consider carefully whether it was possible to 
devise a test by which they could ensure that 
nobody would get the bonus who wae not doing 
something towards increasing the food supply 
of the country. But he could not 
possibly consent to limiting the allowance to 
roduction over that of 1914. (Hear, hear.) If 
hey were to lay it down that excess pro- 
duction was to be rewarded, they would run a 
great risk that production would drop. 

Sir WALTER NUGENT protested 
the idea that farmers were making large profits. 
It was well known thet po farmer ever made 
any profits, but this bill would reduce his 
losses.
